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Other Injury Prevention Winter Ideas...

Have the chimney or flute inspected each year
» Local fire departments can recommend an inspector, or you can find one online

Install a smoke detector and a battery-operated carbon monoxide detector
« Test monthly and replace batteries twice a year

For older adults, keep an easy-to-read thermometer inside your home

« Our ability to feel change in temperature decreases with age and older adults are more
susceptible to health problems caused by cold

(4) The number of fatalities by method of suicide or overdose,
including the tvpe of weapon or each substance used, if
applicable.

(53) If known, whether the fatality victim has served in the
armed forees of the United States (as defined in 1C 5-9-4-3) or
